Easington, England, May 30 — 


(/I1)— Rescue 
squads 
burrowed 


through debris-choked 
tunnels to- 


day on the slim hope that some 
of the 02 men burled by n violent 
mine explosion would still be found 
alive. Seventeen others nre known 
dead. 


The 
rescue 
work 
continued 


throughout the night 
nnd 
today 


after nn early morning blast yes- 
terday trapped 70 men 000 feet 
underground at Easington colliery. 
20 miles south of Newcastle. 


Sixteen bodies have 
been 
re- 


covered. One badly injured minor 
died in n hospital last night. One 
rescue worker died in the mine. 
The number of missing men was 
reduced when two miners 
were 


discovered safe at home. 


"Hope is receding. 
It is not a 


forlorn 
hope, although it will be 


something in the nature of a mir- 
acle if any of men now get out 
alive," a mine official told news- 
men. 


The 
rescue 
work 
went 
on 


throughout the night, while a small 
cluster of relatives gathered quiet- 
ly in the glare of Ihe big spot-, 
light at the pit head. Names of sur- 
vivors, they were told, would be 
posted on the bulletin board there 
—but Iherc were none Ihis morn- 
ing. 


On Ihe board was a message 


from King George VI. 


"Tho queen and I." 
he 
said, 


"have learnt with deepest regret 
of tho explosion at Easington col- 
liery and of Ihe severe loss of life. 
We senl our hearlfelt sympathy to 
all those who have lost husbands 
or sons." 


The explosion

winding tunnel about a mile and 
a quarter from the deep vertical 
shaft
